The 
empire is face to face with a repulse 
comparable only to the surrender of 
Burgoyne to the embattled farmers of 
our American colonies. If the catas- 
trophe calls forth something better 
than miusic-hall patriotism, we may 
come to reckon it as a timely lesson 
well earned for the good of our souls.” 

‘The Daily News says: “If it is found 
possible to, move the stores, Sir 
George White will probably be ordered 
to withdraw upon Colenso.

DAY REPORT.! 

RICHMOND (¥a.,) Oct. 31.—The trip 
to Richmond was uneventful. On the 
train were two hundred invited guests 
of the William Trigg Ship Building 
Company's officials, including many 
prominent officials of the government. 
At Fredericksburg the train made @ 
seven-minute stop, where, in spite of 
the storm, the President was given a 
cordial welcome by several hundred 
people. He was introduced by M. G. 
Wilson, chairman of the Reception 
Committee, and from the rear plate 
form of his car spoke as follows: 

“FPellow-citizens: It gives’ mé great 
pleasure to meet my fellow-citizens of 
‘and your welcome 1s 
all more appreciated because, on 
such an inclement morning, so -many 
people have assembled here. I am 
sure you will not expect me .to do 
more than make this simple acknowl- 
edgment of your courfesy and kind- 
ness.’’ 

The President intreduced the mem- 
bers of the Cabinet who accompanied 
him, each being -received with enthu- 
siasm. The -President also -intro- 
duced Gen. Lee, who spoke briefly.’ 
At the coriclusion of Gen. Lee’s re- 
marks, there were loud cries for Sec- 
retary Root, who spoke as follows: 

“Fellow-citizens of the State of Vire 
ginia: I have no words to express te 
you the gratificatiom which I feel im 
being the Secretary of War to aid the 
President of the United States in the 
ronduct of a war where the men of the 
North and the men of the South fight _ 


side by side under the samevold flag, 
maintaining the honor of our common 
country, Which, God helping, the 


northern and southern soldiers of the 
United States will maintain forever 
‘united, free, a blessing to humanity : 
and the sustaining strength and power 
of justice throughout this world.” 

At Ashland, the Richmond Reception 
Committee, headed by Gov. Tyler, wel- — 
cored the President to the State... The 
President, after introduction” by Gov. 
Tyler, addressed the citizens as fol- 
lows: 

“My fellow citizens: I have been 
greatly touched by the more than grae 
cious welcome extended to me by the 
Governor of Virginia on behalf of all 
its people. It gives me peculiar pleas- 
ure to come into this State. 

“Over one of the chapels in the city 
of London is the motto, ‘Think and 
thank. ‘When we think of our na- 
tional blessings: when we think of our 
wogderful progress and our prosperity; 
when we think of the glorious unifica- 
tion of all the people of our forty-five . 
States and Territories, we are most 
thankful to a kind Providence that has’ 
cast out lines im such pleasant places, 
and has given to us such a glorious 
heritage. If we only count our mefcies, 
our thanks for them. would be count- 
less. I thank you and bid you good 
morning.’ 

The ificident of the launching of the 
Shubrick. the first torpedo-boat built 
jin the South, was made the occasion 
of a demonstration. The industrial pa- 
rade which was to have been the fea- 
ture of the day at Richmond had to 
be abandoned on account of the storm, 
It ‘will occur tomorrow.

FERRYBOAT DISASTER..

AT LEAST TWO OF THE PASSEN- 


-GERS WERE DROWNED. 


Captains of Both Ships to Be 
Charged With Manslaughter—Scene 
-——9f-Wild Excitement Before the Ship 
Sank—Small Boats’ Work of Res- 
‘tue—Deck Hands Display Courage.

[A. P. DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Oct. 31.—The Pennsy!l- 
vania Railroad .Company’s ferry boat 
Chicago, .plying between Cortland 
street, this city, and the Pennsylvania 
depot, in Jersey City, was cut down by 
the Savannah line steamship City of 
Augusta this morning about 1 o'clock 
as the ferry boat was crossihg to the 
east side of the North River. Within 
a few minutes the Chicago sank in 
seventy-five feet of water. It is not 
definitely known how many passen- 
gers were on board the Chicago, but 
the number is variously estimated at 
from fifty to one-hundred. John: Bry- 
son is known to have been drowned. 
His body was recovered. Fireman 
Vroom of the Chicago is missing, and 
is thought to have been caught in the 
hold. It is not improbable that other 
lives were lost. 

When the Chicago left Jersey City 
at 12:44 o'clock a.m.,’ Capt., William 
| Durham was in the forward pilot-house, 
directing thé boat personally, and one 
of his deck hands was ‘at the wheel. 
The night was perfectly clear. The 
tide was ebbing fast, and Capt. -Dur- 
ham was on this account obliged to 
keep his boat headed well up stream. As 
he neared the New York shore he put 
his helm over to head into the slip, 
and as the Chicago swung around, the 
captain caught sight of the City of 
Augusta bearing down on him.

The City of Au- 
gusta, Capt. Durham says, did not re- 
ply to.the signal, but kept right on 
her course. A moment later the Au-

A scene of wild excitement followed. 
The passengers, most of whom_ had 
risen to go to the forward end of the 
ferry boat, to be prepared to leave as 
soon as she reached her slip, made a 
wild scramble for life-preservers. For- 
tunately there were few woman aboard, 
not more than five or six. At first 
they were shoved to the rear. George 
Blumenberg and George Ray, truck- 
men, who were coming to the city 
with their loads of milk, jumped into 
“the middle of the strugglitig’ mass and 
yelled: “Hands off. The women first; 
save the women.” 

A score of men took up the shout, and 
in a trice the women were fitted with 
life-preservers. The small number of 
passengers did not exhaust the supply 
of life-preservers, but many in their 
excitement did not stop to put them 
on, but leaped overboard: unprovided. 
It is feared that some such persons 
must have gone down’ in the chilly 
waters before help came. 

The deck hands displayed commend- 
able courage. Capt. Durham and Chief 
Engineer Penfield set them splendid 
examples. Capt. Durham was the last 
man to leave his boat. He kept up a 
constant.call for help with his whistle, 
and when he finally left he tied--the 
whistle to keep up the sound, and 
“when the Chicago finally went down 
she .did with her whistle blowing. 
Engineer Penfield kept his hand on the 
throttle until the water put out his 
fires, and he had scarce time to run on 
deck and jump overboard when the 
boat went down. 

“Don't get excited: she won't sink,” 
the deck hands cried, as they ran 
among the passengers. ‘Plenty, of 
time.’”” They managed to reassure the 
majority of the* passengers. Capt. 
Durham saw the Chicago was doomed, 
and he gave the command for all 
hands‘to go up on the upper deck. 
This created a new panic, and men and 
women by the dozen leaped overboard 
and struggled to get away from the 
vortex when it came.

AMERICA HAS ABOUT THE SAME. 
PROTECTORATE AS SPAIN. 


_ Natives Are All Mohammedans and 
to Interfere With Their Polygamy 
or Slavery Institutions Would Pre- 
cipitate a Bloody War—He Trusts 
to Civilization’s . Slower—Processes.

The arrangement 

entered into by the Sultan and Gen. 

Bates was considerably influenced by 

this meeting. 

Although the full text of the agree- 


| ment with the Sultan has not been 


made public by the authorities, it can 
be stated that it practically conforms 
to the previous convention existing be- 
tween the Sultan and the Spanish gov- 
ernment. In this agreement, Spain 
never claimed more than-an external 
protectorate in the Sulu group, the 
right to suppress piracy in its waters 
and to prevent the periodic migrations 
of oath-bound Mohammedans, whv 
went to the northern islands under a 
vow to kill Christians and thus secure: 
an entrance into Paradise. 

Prof. Schurman said today, when 
questioned about the probablé continu- 
ance of polygamy and slavery in the 
islands after they came under the 
American dominion,. that this was a 
subject which would have to be dealt 
with in the most careful fashion, to 
pg an ultimately Satisfactory solu- 

on. 

“It seems to me,” said He, “that were 
it not for the ignorance displayed, the 
present hue and cry about polygamy 
and slavery in these islands,would be 
absolutely criminal. In takif® over the 
Sulu group we have acquired no rignts 
of any sort there except those be- 
queathed us by Spain. She was bound 
by her agreement with the Sultan not 
to interfere, with the religion or cus- 
toms of the islands, and it would be 
most unwise for us to attempt this by 
force when it can be ultimately accom- 
plished by the slower method of civili- 
zation and education. 

“The Sulu group proper contains | 
about one hundred thousand inhabi- 
tants. They are all Mohammendans, as 
are about one hundred and fifty thou- 
sand of the residents of Mindanao 
directly east. To attempt to interfere 
with the relizxion of these people would 
precipitate one of the bloodiest wars in 
which this country has ever been en- 
gaged. They are a different race, phys- 
ically and mentally, from the residents 
of the Visayan Islands, and are pow- 
erful men and religious fanatics of the 
most pronounced type, who-care noth- 
ing for death, and believe that the road 
to heaven can be attained by killing 


religion, and slavery, about which so 
much is being said just now, Is a mild 
type of feudal bondage. . 

“The Sultan believes from what he 
has seen of Americans that they are 
ready to be friendly and deal honestly 
with him. Our soldiers. and officers 
already travel into the interior of Jolo 
with perfect: Impunity where Spaniards 
have. never dared to set foot. Jt has 
heen suggested indirectly to the Sultan 
that he should maintain an American of 
rood standing as a confidential adviser 
at his court to aid him in the work of 
material development,, for which the 
beautiful groun of islands is ready, and 
which is bound to come when they are 
thrown in touch with. the civilized 
I believe that he will take

A BATTLEGROUND. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

PIETERMARITZBURG, Oct. 30.— 
[Via Cape Town, Oct. 31. Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The English force began 
moving out at 10 o’clock last night, with 
the qbject of recorhoitering the Boer 
position. At daylight the right wing 
had reached Lombard’s Kop. The 
theater of operations was a semi-circle 
with a radius of two to three miles, 
at the center being a red hill, at the 
western limb, Lombard’s Kop, and at 
the eastern limits a series of hills. In 
front of the center. was a small hill, 


on which the Boers had planted a 40- 


pounder and several 12 and 15-pound- 
ers. Disposed in front of their guns 
were the Boer forces. ,.The country in 
front was broken and hilly, with a few 
trees and bushes scattered here and 
there. 

Practically all English forces, artil- 
lery, about forty guns, cavalry and in- 
fantry, were engaged. The object was 
not to clear the hill, but it was ap- 
parently our aim to squeeze the horns 
of the Boers in half circle together, to 
silence his guns and compel him to 
retire. 

The Boer force, estimated at 20,000 
men, was disposed .in a semi-circle, 
and by 7:30 o’clock the thurfuer or ‘big 
guns and rattle of musketry was ter- 
rific. The top of the hill on which the 
Boer artillery was planted was en- 
veloped in smoke from the bursting 
shells, which told with terrible effect. 
Shortly after 7 o’clock the Boer guns 
were silenced, but the British kept pep- 
pering away, driving the Boers out in 
scores. 
down the sides of the hill, and mount- 
ing horses, they galloped off in a pre- 
The Devonshires fire 
a.few volleys to accelerate their ré- 
treat. : 

The field action was so great, the 
fight so general that it was impossi- 
ble to take in the details. The senses 
were stunned by the din and roar of 
The English, however, 
wére ever steadily advancing, driving 
back the Boers. During this time, the 
big French gun of the Boers had been 
throwing shells, some ‘thirteen of which 
dropped into the town. - The damage 
done was trifling. 

The fighting continued, with occa- 
sional lulls, until nearly 2 o’clock in 
the afternoon: The Boers at last at- 
tempted a turning movement. They 
evacuated their main position and tock 
up another of great strength on new 
hills. The English were too few to at-. 


tempt to storm thé Boers in this posi- ~ 


tion.. They gradually withdrew and 
returned to Ladysmith, the Boers not 
attempting to follow. The enemy’s 
guns were worked by skilled artillery- 

men, not by Boers.

LONDONERS FEELING UNEASY. 


NO BRITISH VICTORY. 
{A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.} 


NEW YORK, Oct. 31.—A dispatch to 
the Tribune from London says that 
there was a general feeling of uneasi- 
ness at every London clubhouse last 
night when the bulletin from the War 
Office was posted. Earlier in the day) 
there had been rumors that the Boers 
had advanced on Ladysmith, and’ had 
begun a fire of shells with their 40- 
pounders, but that the British artillery 
had silenced the Boer guns. It was 
also reported that Gen. Joubert had or- 
dered an advance in great numbers on 
the British left flank and that a battle 
was in progress. 

Gen. White's report, or so tmuch of it 
as the War Office chose to give out, de- 
scribed an indecisive agreement pre- 
ceded by a mysterious movement to 
cléar his left flankp with no details of

There was a general feeling of distrust 
at midnight, and fears were expressed

BRITISH WERE QUEERED. 

P. DAY REPORT.]} 

LONDON, Oct. 31.—[By Atlanti¢ Ca-* 
ble.] While minor reverses were not 
wholly unexpected, nothing like the 
staggering blow Gen. Joubert delivered 
to Gen. White's forces yesterday. was 
anticip:,ted. The full extent of the dis- 
aster is not yet acknowledged, if it is 
known at the War Office. The loss in 
effective men‘must be appalling to a 
general who ‘is practically .surrounded. 
Two of the finest British regiments 
and a mule battery deducted from the 
Ladysmith garrisor weakens it about a 
fifth of its total strength, and alters 
the whole situation very materially in 
favor of the Boers, who have again 
shown themselves stern fighters and 
military strategists of no mean order. 
The disaster cost the British from 1500

OFFENSIVE CHINESE LAUNDRY. 


OWNERS RE-ARRESTED. 


Residents in the vicinity of Eleventh 
and Flower streets, where a Chinese 
laundry was recently started against 
the protests of property-owners, are 
wrought up over the tactics of the 
Chinese and their attorneys.

One of them was that 
on the Saturday before the’ Pullman- 
Wagner deal was signed, the New 
Haven-Railroad directors passed reso- 
lutions, copies of which were sent to 
both the Pullman and Wagner compa- 
nies, in which it was agreed that the 
New Haven company would sell out its 
sleeping, dining and parlor-car business 
to the consolidated company.

Morgan was largely instrumental in 
persuading the ‘‘outside’’- companies to 
make use of the sleeping cars of the 
combination.

J AMAICA TREATY MATTERS. 


FACTS AND ) FIGURES. 
At a meeting of the Citrus Tariff 
Executive Committee at the ae | 


Q. Story furnished a statement of the |’ 


shipments of California citrus fruit 
for the past four spasons. These 
figures were compiled to controvert 


the report of the commission which" 
had under consigeration the treaty. 


between Jamaica . and the United 
States. 

This report. erred in stating that 
very little of the California crop 


from Jamaica was marketed before the 
middle or the last of March; the claim 
being made that thefe was actually 
no competition, as the Jamaica fruit 
is marketed between.the months of 
November and April. 

The figures furnished to the Execu- 
tive Committee show that in 1895-96 
4722 carloads of California citrus fruit. 
were shipped between the Ist of No- 
vember and the Ist of April, more than 
two-thirds of the entire shipment for 
the season. 

. In the season of 1896-97, ‘p18 carloads 
were shipped from November to-March, 
inclusive, out of the season's ship- 
ment of 7000 cars. Three thousand 
four hundred and forty-five of these 
cars were shipned hefore March 1, and 
these figures, if corrected, would show 
a greater number of cars shipped. 

During the season of 1897-98, 8025 
carloads out of the year’s shipment 
of 15,000, left. California during the 
five months named, and 5456 left before 
March 1. 

Last season about three-fourths of 
the season's shipment was made be- 
tween November.1 and April 

This statement opened the.eyes of 
the committee to the fact that the 
commission examining into the pro- 
posed Jamaican treaty is clearly in 
error in announcing that but little of 
the California crop is marketed be- 
fore the last of march, and the agi- 
tation against the rectification of the 
treaty will be continued. 

The Citrus Tariff Committee calls 
attention also to the announcement 
that Spain, in order to strengthen her 


friendly relations with the United 
States, is negotiating a _ reciprocity 
treaty with this country: whereby 


nearly every export product of Califor- 
nia, including wines, raisins, prunes, 
nuts, etc., will. be affected. 
Representativ es of the Citrus Tariff 
Committee at Washington will be in- 
structed to give attention to this last 
as well as to all other treaties 
likely to affect California interests. 
Secretary Wiggins of the Chamber 
of Commerce says that -it behooves all 
orange-growers to. contribute to this 


cause for their own protection. Grow-" 


ers of prunes, raisins and nuts are 
also urged to take some action to pro-. 
tect their interests. 


CARRIOZOSA’S DIFFICULTIES. 


MIXED HIS ACCOUNTS. 

S. Carriozosa, ‘assistant post- 
master at Yorba, who was arrested 
on Saturday, charged with embezzling 
government funds, was examined yes- 
terday by United States Commissionef 
Van Dyke, who held Carriozosa to the

.Carriozosa has rectified the mistake 
and the evidence before the commis- 
sioner is said to-have proven conclu- 
sively that. no criminal intent existed. 
He is a young man of considerable 
means. It appears that instead of 
depositing the money as the postal 
regulations demand, .he mixed it with 
his own funds, thereby committing: a 
technical breach of the law.

For awhile 

Donatello was delighted at being a 

landed proprietor, but in the end, after 

a year’s ownership, he begged to be re- 

lieved of the burden and responsibility 

of the property. Pietro de Medict 

made him happy by giving him a set- 

tled pension, and from that time he 

lived simply in a modest house with 

his mother and a widowed sister, for 

he never married. He was a bohemlan 

in- the best sense of the word, enjoy- 

ing the companionship of his brother 

artists and the mild joys of his home 

life.

idealizations, he °must be counted 

among the very foremost of the-sculp-

‘A DIFFICULT UNDERTAKING. 


Hott J. Sterling Morton is said to have 
announced his intention of reforming, 
or attempting to reform, the Democratic 
party. . Mr. Morton, presumably, does 
not comprehend the difficulties which 
will surely beset him in the carrying 
out of the task Which he has set him- 
self. It is not, by any means, a new 
task. Many statesmen and reformers 
before J. Sterling Morton have tried to 
reform the Democratic party, only to 
meet with signal failure. It is to be 
feared, in point of fact, that the Demo- 
cratic party is past reformation or*re- 
demption. The efforts of J. Sterling 
Morton and other would-be reformers 
‘may be ever so earnest and well-inten- 
tioned; it is not within the bounds of 
human possibility to accomplish the im- 
possible. 
_ The Democratic party is sadly in need 
of reformation. As it exists today, and 


}as it has existed for many years past, 


it is utterly unworthy the suffrages and 
the confidence of American voters. The 
party has fallen away from most of its 
old traditions. From a _ party of 
strong, positive ideas, earnest .con-

THE SITUATION IN CUBA. 

Gen. Fitzhugh Lee, who has just re- 
turned to Washington from Cuba, ex- 
presses the opinion that the people of 
the island are not yet ready for an in- 
dependent government. He declares that 


| the people of Cuba are stéadily improv- 


ing under the existing protectorate of 
the United States, and that they are 
slowly but surely rebuilding their war- 
wasted Nomes and repairing their crip- 
pled fortunes. Life and property are 
secure in Cuba, owing principally to the 
salutary restraint exercised by the 
Unite@ States military authority. The 
latter statement being true, as it un- 
doubtedly is, there would seem to be no 
very good reason why the Cubans should 
be dissatisfied with the present regime; 
and there are the best of reagons for 
believing, in spite of all reports to the 
contrary, that the great majority of 
the Cuban people are far better satis- 
fied with United States rule than they 
have ever been with the rule of Spain; 
rte satisfied, in fact, with the present 
regimy an they would be with any 
present attempt at self-government, 
which, of necessity, must be amateur- 
isheand experimental. 
Under the present regime, all interests 
are secure. Life and property are pro- 
tected, which is more than could ever 
be said under Spanish rule. It is de- 
sirable, of course, that the Cubans shall 
| have self-government so soon as they 
are able to maintain it with justice and 
stability. But it is not desirable that 
we should withdraw our authority be- 
fore we can do so with safety fo the 
people and the interests of the island. 
If, before the time comes when we can 
properly withdraw from Cuba, the peo- 
ple of the island, or a majority of them, 
arrive at the conclusion that their in- 
terests would be better subserved and 
their rights better protected by annexa- 
tion to the United States, another prob- 
lem of expansion will be presented to the

less for lighting purposes.”

PULSE BECAME STRONGER. 

[A“P. DAY REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Oct. 31.—Vice-President 
Hobart, in the opinion of his family, 
is not likely to die today, and may 
survive for several days. 
this morning, he was still asleep and 
resting quietly in a natural slumber 
not induced by drugs. Dr. William 
Newton, the family physician, spent 
the greater part of the night in a room 
adjoining the patient’s. He said that 
Mr. Hobart’s nervous system was 
wrecked as a result of overwork, and 
that his heart had suffered.in the gen- 
eral break-down. 

At 1 o’clock this morning one of the 
servants hurriedly summoned Dr. New- 
ton. All the windows in .the house 
were illuminated, and figures could be 
seeen running from room ,.to room. 
Subsequently, Dr. Newton, responding 
to a ring at the doorbell, stated. that 
While Mr. Hobart was asleep his pulse 
had become frightened and sent for the 
doctor. 

Later the pulse of\the patient became 
Stronger, and fears )were relieved for 
the moment. Durin 
ministered, the Vice-President awoke 
and was assisted to/a sitting posture. 
While he seemed to understand what 
was said and done near him and ap- 
peared to desire to speak, no sound 
passed his lips. Later Mr. Hobart was 
helped to a reclining position; and 
dropped into an easy slumber. Dr. 
Newton, at 11 o’clock, issued the fol- 
lowing bulletin: 

“Mr. Hobart awoke at 9 o’clock -feel- 
ing much refreshed, and he has re- 
comfortable ever since.

FAMILY AUTHORIZES STATEMENT. 


OFFICIAL CAREER ENDS. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 


PATERSON (N. J.,) . Oct. 31.—The 
following statement of the origin and 
development of the illness of Vice- 
President Hobart is authorized by his 
family, and by the physicians who 
have attended him: 

“There are several reasons why the 
exact nature of the Vice-President’s 
malady have been withheld from the 
public. In the first place, the family 
has. desired to reserve to itself the. 
privilege of retaining such facts as 
were of a private nature, at the same 
time recognizing the right of the pub- 
lic to accurate information in the case 
of an invalid holding high public of- 
fice. Moreover, there were reasons con- 
nected with the Vice-President’s rela- 
tions with the government which 
prompted a similar poli¢éy. This was 
done, however, not for the purpose of 
secrecy, but to avoid embarrassment. 

“In addition, the effect of publicity 
upon the Vite-Président’s health had 
to be considered. He was-a’ diligent 
reader of the newspapers, and it was 
observed that the alarming reports 
which crept into the papers and there 
met the Vice-President’s eye had a 
most Wnfavorable effect: For this rea- 
son it was deemed advisable’ to keep 
certain facts from the public. Recently 
the family and’ physicians have de- 
cided to place the facts more clearly 
before those interested, and the state- 
ment is therefore issued in accordance 
with the plan. 

“The illness of the Vice-President 
may be said to date from the fall of 
1898, prior to his return to Washing- 
ton.in November.” At that time his 
physicians observed symptoms of em- 
barrassed respiration with frequent 
attacks of angina pectoris. This con- 


dition responded readily to treatment, . 


and when the Vice-President went to 
Washington in the latter part of No- 
vember, he was in good health. He 
stood remarkably well the strain and 
excitement incidental to the opening 
of Congress, and was making favor- 
‘able progress, until in January he be- 
came a victim of the grip. Following 
this there was a return of heart trouble, 
accompanied with signs of degenera- 
tion, His ailment. was diagnosed as 
dilated right heart, due to ocardi- 
tis. The recovery from this attack was 
less rapid,.and on the last day of the 
session of the Senate the strain and ex- 
citement of delivering the closing 
speech were so great that he was on 
the verge of a collapse. 

“A few weeks afterward, toward the 
middle of March,the Vice-President 
and his family, together with the Presi- 
dential party, went to Thomasville, Ga., 
to visit Senator Hanna. The fatigue 
of the trip affected Mr. Hobart very

The papers devoted to sports, and 
the daily papers, including The Times, 
have been having a beautiful time

}ing citizens of San Diego for wantonly 
and ruthlessly slaughtering thousands 
of ducks on the lake at Otay dam. 
Every Saturday since the duck season 
opened these sanguinary sportsnien 
have gone a-killing, and every Sunday 
the news has gone forth that they 
killed’ from 1500 to 2500 ducks, and the 
papers have called them “game hogs” 
and pointed the finger of scorn at 
them. 

Last year Mr. Babcock and some of 
his friends went to False Bay and 
killed more ducks than they could re- 
trieve, and when the press pointed the 
finger of scorn at them.

This year 
not a peep has been heard from the 
Coronado Nimrod. He has not re- 
sented being called a ‘“‘game hog,”’ and 
he has not sent to the papers affidavits 
that he shoots all his birds on the 
wing.

Mudhens are diligent’ feeders, but 
they are not good game birds, and are 
not served at Hotel del Coronado, even 
after growing fat on expensive. wild 
celery. But they can fly and be shot 
at, and, when. there exists a reason for 
killing them, it is just as much fun to 
shoot at them as_ to shoot at real 
ducks. Wherefore. Mr. Babcock and 
his friends are trying to exterminate 
or drive away the undesirable mud- 
hens, and they go out every Saturday, 
taking two guns each, and plenty of 
cartridges, and hammer away at the 
mudhens until! their shoulders. are too 
lame to stand any more recoil. They 
estimate the losses of the enemy, pick 
shot out of each other—for ama- 
teurs among them get excited now and 
then—go home and send out reports 
that they killed 1500 or 2500 ducks in 
one afternoon. | 

This advertises Otay dam as a great 
duck preserve. Sportsmen conclude 
that all the ducks in the world are 
congregated there, and they pick up 
their gun cases and hasten to Coro- 
nado to remonstrate with the “game 
-hogs,” and incidentally to bag a few 
ducks. One of the “‘game hogs” keeps 
a gun-store, and the influx of shooters 
means business for him.

POLICE SHAKE-UP, 


NO DISMISSALS, BUT THE RANK OF 
OFFICERS CHANGED. 


A Stormy “Session of the Police 
Commission Over the Formal Ap- 
proval of the Chief’s Orders—Com- 
missioner Goss Thinks That In-_ 
structions Should Be Obeyed. 


The orders for the long expected re- | 


organization of the police department 
were issued yesterday. They were 
made out and posted atthe Police 
Station shortly after 10 o'clock, and 
were stibsequently brought before the 
_Board of Police Commissioners by Chief 
of Police J. M. Glass for their formal 
epproval. 
In the minds of some of the commis- 
sioners there was not the slightest sus- 
picion that the matter was to come up 
yesterday. After the routine business 
of, the morning had been transacted, 
Mayor Eaton, who presided, asked if 
there was any further business to come 
' before the commission. When a nega- 
tive reply was returned by the clerk, 
Commissioners Parker and Scarborough 
evidently thought the session at an 
end. In this they were much mistaken, 
as nearly two hours of Stormy debate 
fohowed. 

Just as the commissioners, who had 
no inkling of what was coming, were 
about Chief Glass handed a 
manuscript to the clerk and in 
the board that the orders calsuehnaa"s 
contemplated reorganization of the po- 
lice. department. “‘I desire to say at 
the outset,” said Chief Glass, ‘that the 
changes made in the force and the as- 
@ignments made in the orders that 
have been .issued today are in pursu-

R. E. Cottle, as retary; S.-G. Morton, 
as sergeant; W.  T. Jeffries, as ser- 
geant; S. P. Hensley, as clerk; J. A.

‘seant of the Fast Side station and have 
charge of the officers of the East 
Side; Sergt..

Officer C. H. Lenhausen will, as soon 
as he has recovered sufficiently, act as 
sergeant. for the central station, Of- 
ficcr C. G. Berge will act as sergeant 
for the central station; Officer S. N. 
Raker will act as G@esk clerk for the 
oentral station; Officer T. H. Broad- 
head will aét-as desk clerk for the 
central station, 

“The above officers will be -obeyed: 
and respected accordingly. 

“Order“No. 15—During the month of 
November, Jailer J. T. Collins will re- 
main on duty as day jailer, and H. C.

Officer P. Hiriart will 
act as court bailiirt for the present, until 
further nouce.”’ 

After the clerk had concluded the 
Yeading of the order;:there was a short 
pause, during which the’ commfssion- 
ers jooked from one to the other, as 
though seeking an explanation of the 
propositioh so suddenly brought before 
them. Mr. Parker was the first to 
break the silence. . 7 

“I should like to know for what rea- 
son Capt. Roberts is derated,’’ said 
the commissioner. ‘‘How long has he 
been in the service, €hief?’’ 

“Ten years;” was the reply. 

“Has anything happened during that 
time to warrant any such action as 
vou have takén? Have any charges 
been preferred, or is there any reason 
why he should be lowered in rank?” 
“T have aiready said that the changes 
were made to increase the efficiency 
of the force,” said the Chief. 
“Well, I think it a d— shame that- 
his place should ‘be taken from~-him 
and his salary decreased after so many 
years of service unless there is some 
reason“for such action,” retorted Mr. 
Parker. ‘That is not the way that we 
would conduct our private enterprises. 
We would retain faithful servants at - 
least until something occurred to war- 
rant their removal.” 
“We have already ordered.the Chief 
to make these changes,”. said Mr. 
Goss. “What-is the use of quibbling 
over the matter now? The commis- 
sion has_agreed to indorse the recom- 
mendations of the Chief for the im- 
provement of the force.” 

“Well, I want to say right here,” 
said Mr. Scarborough, ‘‘that I neyer 
voted to authorize the Chief to make 
any such changes as are contemplated 
in that report, and I dé not believe 
that any other commissiorer did, either. 
This much is certain, the changes pro- 
osed are not for the best interests 
of the city, and will not increase the 
efficiency of the department.” 

- Mr. Goss strenuously maintained that” 
the commission had given the Chief the 
right to make whatever changes in the 
department he ‘might seé fit, and an in- 


| vestigation of the records proved that 


he was correct. The.. resolution as 
spread upon the minutes gave the: 
Chief authority to make any changes, 
that he might see fit for the better- 
ment of the department. 
“That resolution was never intended 
to countenance any such change as 
this,’’ maintained Mr. Scarborough. “At 
any rate, these changes are not for the 
best interest of the department, but de- 
cidedly the reverse. I know that bet- 
ter men are being reduced in rank 
than some of those that are to receive 
promotions. Capt. Roberts-is an excel- 
lent man for the position of captain, 
and I don’t beligve there is a better one 


“| on ,the force.” 


THE MAYOR SPEAKS. 

“Then you think that you know more 
about the police department and _ the 
proper way to manage it than the Chief 
of Police, do you?’’-asked Mayor Eaton. 
“He has been at the head of the de- 
partment for years, while you have 
only been here a few months. Do you 
think that you are as well calculated 
to judge of what is for the best inter- 
est of the department as he is?” ok 

““T believe that it is my duty as a 
commissioner to keep informed’ in. re- 
gard to the needs of the department 
and.to keep in touch with its policies. 
I know something of the personal ani- 
mus that has been evidenced there in 
the past, and I have a pretty good idea 
of the part that petty jealousy and pri- 


| to the efficiency of the department,” 
replied Mr. Scarborough hotly. 

“I for one believe that if we have a 
chief of police at ‘all, we should cer- 
tainly accept his judgment of the men 
under him,’ said the Mayor. ‘‘We have 
empowered him to make such changes 
in the force as will promote its effi- 
ciency. He has made such changes as 
he deems best, and now we should 
stand by him. If his recommendations 
do not result in increasing the useful- 
ness of the force, and if they turn out.

THE CORONER ASKS QUESTIONS. | 
THEY ARE ANSWERED. 
Writing under date of October ll, 
1899, Coroner Holland ~- forwarded a 
communication .o the District-Attor- 


/ney’s office, in which were asked three 


questions relative to the rights of at- 
torneys at Coroner’s inquests. These 
queries, quoting Dr. MHolland’s lan- 
guage, were as fo.iqws: 

‘1. Will you please inform me as 
to the prerogatives of the Coroner with 
referénce to tH® action of attorneys 
at inquests? 

“2 Is it not the Coroner’s right to 
restrict attorneys in the matter of 
asking leading questions, or questions 
that are calculated in his judgment 
to influence the jury or become preju- 
dicial in the minds of the people? 

“3. Is it not a fact that attorneys 
are permitted to take part in, or per- 
form their functions at, a Coroner’s 
inquest, only as a matter of courtesy 
on the part of-the Coroner, except in 
such cases as the District-Attorney 
may deem it wise to send to said in-. 
quests a representative of his office?” 

Replying to the Coroner’s letter, the 
District-Attorney states that there 


‘seems to Have been very little’ litiga- 


tion in which these. questions have 
been involved. After citing the few 
authorities and cases that define the 
duties of Coroners in the examination 
of witnesses at.inquests, Deputy Dis- 


‘trict-Attorney Wilbur, who answers 


Coroner Holland’s queries, says: 

‘“‘We have been unable to find any 
case in which it has been directly held 
that an attorney has an absolute right 
to ask questions-or to participate in

“As to questions ‘which might be- 
come prejudicial in the minds of the 
people’ we must confess to entire in- 
ability to understand your question, in 
so far as you draw a distinction be- 
tween the jury amd -the people. As 
we understand it, the whole purpose 
of an inquiry before a jury is to ‘in- 
fluence’ or lead them to a conclusion 
as to the mode, manner of death, and 
persons implicated therein, to the end 
that, if a crime has béen committed, 
the criminal may be apprehended. 

“In answer to your third question, as 
to whether or not attorneys are per- 
mitted to takepart in or perform their 
functions at a Coroner’s inquest, ‘only 
as a matter of courtesy extended on 
the part of the Coroner,’ would say 
that as we understand it the: element 
of courtesy. in no wise enters into the 
question of whether an attorney may, 
participate in an investigation at a 
Coroner's inquest. It may be, and 
probably is, a fact that the Coroner 


may allow an attorney to participate |. 


in an inquest, or refuse to allow hjm 
to do so, but this discretion should be 
exercised by the Coroner as a judicial 
officer, and for-the purpose of further- 
ing the ends sought to be attained by 
the Coroner’s inquest.

‘GRAIN AND PRODUCE. 


[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 

CHICAGO, Oct. 31.—Wheat opened firm, and 
during the first few minutes advanced moder- 
ately. Hightr cables and a drop in British 
censols, due to the Ehglish military reverses 
at Ladysmith, made shorts apprehensive for 
a time, but as foreigners were reported heavy 
sellers at the seaboard, this Featian soon dis- 
appared and a slight reaction took place on 
profit-taking.

Enough confidence was 
manifested in December wheat at around .70, 
however, to prevent any materia] decline until 
an increase of but 1,190,000 bushels in the visible 
supply was posted, where double that amount 
had been expected, when a little animation was 
infused into the trade. Shorts covered freely 
in the late trading, under which the market 
took a sudden upturn and closed strong, within 
a fraction of the best part of the day. De- 
cember opened % higher, at 704%@70%, advanced 
to 70%, declined to 70% and closed with buy- 
er. at 7 Corn was active under heavy 
liquidation, owing to a slack shipping demand 
and disappointing cables.

Men of Learning Discuss “Mental 
Epidemics”—Mystic Observance of 
Halloween by the Ladies of the 
Shakespeare Club—The Water Fight 
Now More Warlike Than Ever— 
Light War. 


“ADENA, Oct. 31.—[Regular 
The Twilight Club

of Dr. C. A. Briggs this evening. 

‘ attendance was large and the dis- 
~s10n was véry animated. The topic 
's introduced by Prof. E. W. Clay- 
ppt of Throop Institute in a paper on 
“Mental Epidemics.” Prof. Claypool 
gave a philosophical review of the 
strange mental or emotional crazes and, 
frenzies which have swept through the 
world. He first took up the historical 
religious manifestations of mental dis- 
ease, such as the performances of the 
castigants, who have’ their latter-day 
Imitators in the penitentes of Arizona 
and New Mexico, the amazing demon- 
Strations of -the crusaders and the 
burning of witches. He_ spoke of the 
Mississippi Bubble and the-tulip mania 
In Holland, and of various financial 
erazes, as instances of these ‘‘mental. 
ppidemics,” and then inquiredinto their 
causes. Few of them had an intellectual 
origin, he said. Most of them were 
emotional in their character. There are 
fewer of them nowadays because there 
Is more scientific thinking. The way to 
prevent them is to train minds to sci- 
entific methods of thought—not merely 
to store them with scientific knowledge, 
There is a vast difference between stuf- 
fing minds with information and teach- 
ing them to operate scientifically, that 
is, to assemble evidence and trace the 
relation between cause and effect. 

A running fire of good-natured crit- 
icism of the professor’s address, fol- 
lowed. Rev. F. W. Woods.thought the 
speaker ‘had been lacking in sympathy 
with the poor people who had believed 
the king’s touch would cure scrofula. 
Mr. Woods believed that the faithful 
actually had been cured by contact 
with holy. relics, by Christian science 
and other mental epidemics. He. pro- 
tested that the professor had underes- 
timated the good in the Crusades, 


jer 


which. gave: birth to new re~ 
‘ligious life in Europe. 


Editor Charles Gardner described the 
Southern California boom as one’ of the 
most remarkable ‘‘mental epidemics” 
in American history, and thought the 
element of sympathy cropped out 
plainly in the phenomena of those days 
and the insane land. speculation 
imaginary values. . 

Dr. McBride commented learnedly on 


the singular hold which the belief in 


witchcraft obtained on great and bril- 


~ Nant minds. He spoke of other forms 


of mental crankiness, and expressed 
the idea that the imitative element in 
Mankind has been responsible for many 
af these crazes. 

Judge Allen of Los Angeles declared 
that “all partial evil is universal good,’’ 
and that benefit to mankind had re- 
sulted from.the Crusades and even from 
the Southern California boom. It took 
something unusual to attract the at- 
tention of the rest of the country to 
SoutherrtCaltifornia, and to direct emi- 
gration hither. So the boom was a bless- 
ing in this way, if it was a ‘mental 
epidemic.” 

Dr. George S. Hull made a few com- 
ments, and then Dr. Claypool-—replied 
to his critics. Refreshments of a dainty 
order were served by Dr. and Mrs. 
Briggs, who entertained the club most 
agreeably.

GUILTY OF MURDER. 


Life Imprisonment Recommended 
by the Jury—Killed Jacob J. Veit- 
inger in Lyons Valley— Water 
Trouble at Ensenada Continues 40 
Allen is Still i in Jail—Brevities. 


SAN DIEGO, Oct. 31.—[Regular Cor- 
respondencé.] Ramon Tapia, a -Co- 
copah Indian, who has been on trial 
here for the murder of Jacob J. Veitin- 
ger, on July 28, in Lyons Valley, was 
today found guilty of murder by a 
jury, after a trial of eleven days. The 
jury stood unanimous for. conviction 
with a recommendation of imprison- 
ment for life. The evidence was en- 
tirely circumstantial, as no one saw 
the crime committed. One witness 
testified that Tapia confessed to .him 
of having killed a white man, and a 
gun and purse identified as belonging 
to Veitinger, were seen in: Tapia’s 
possession shortly after the murder. 

Veitinger was an old soldier who 
lived alone in an isolated ranch house 
and the body was found pretty well 
buried up in the ashes of his home. 

ENSENADA WATER TROUBLE.
